A RIVER HORROR. 


Explosion of the Tugboat 
Convoy Near Westport, 
Ind., This Morning. 


Seven Men of the Crew Killed 
While Asleep in Their 
Berths. 


The Terrible Cloud Burst and Storm at 
Wheellng, W. Va.—Great Destruction of 
Property—Twenty-Three Persons Known 
to Have Been Kilied—Fatal Collapse of a 
Building — Collision in a Tunnel—Two 
Men Crushed by a Derrick—Railroad Col- 
lision Near Barbourville, Ky.—Casualties, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 20.—The explosion 
of the steam pipe that supplied the engine 
from the boilers caused the death of seven 
men of the crew of the tugboat Convoy at 
1:40 o’clock this morning. The accident oc- 
curred twenty-six miles up the river near 
Westport, Ind., and most of the men were 
asleep at the time. The following is the list 
of the victims:

WHERE THE EXPLOSION OCCURRED. 

Wm. Page lay near the door, the blood 
rushing from his mouth and ears, and the 
fiesh scalded off his body. Wm. Harri 
gan was in his berth. His death 
must have been instantaneous, for he 
lay in the same position as when he retired. 
Robert Jones was on the floor and barely 
alive. He was horribly burned and lived but ft - 
teen minutes. He died with his wite’s name 
on his lips. William Bigley was still alive 
when found, but died in ten minutes. 
Charles Luster was found outside of the cahin 
lying on his face. He was not dead and told 
them that he had run out there as soon as he 
could recover from the shock of the explosion. 
He was almost baked, his skin was parched, 
and littie jets of blood stood out from the 
pores of his body. In two bours he was dead. 
George McCann lay dead in exactly the 
same position he wasin when the first mate 
left him, but half an hour before. Wm. Kelly 
was pulled out from under his bunk and was 
alive but he was also terribly burned. Chas. 
Chambers, the other man who slept in the 
cabin, was blown out of the door; he hada 
miraculous escape. 

NO EXPLANATION. 

The officers of the boat can give no explana- 
tion of the uceldent and claim the 
machinery was inspected last February 
and was then in excellent condition. An 
inquest will be held this afternoon and all the 
bodies returned to Pittsburx. The Convoy 
was built at Sweeny’s foundry in Jefferson- 
ville last Februa * — was owned by Thos. 
Fawcett & Sons o Pittsburg. Those in charge 
were Capt. Joba! Richardson, Pilot Louis Reno. 
First Mate William Kerins and Engineer Tom 
Carr. The boat was on its return to Pitts-

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The local government bili will not be settled 
out of committee. For the first time England 
bas local representative institutions worthy of 
the name. The bill undoubtedly has defects. 
One of the most serious is the nomination of a 
certain proportion of the councillors withous 
election. In the case of London, however, 
these will be limited to one-sixth of the entire 
number.

The Report Agreed Upon. 
WAsnINGTON, D. C., July 20.—The confer- 


ence report on the river and harbor bill has, 


been presented to the House. As agreed upon 
in conference the bill appropriates $22,277,116. 
The House has a to the conference re- 
port on the river and harbor bill. 
As agreed upon in conference it aggregates 
$22,277,116, being a net increase of $2,374,333. All 
the Senate’s reductions of amounts as fixed by 
the house were restored except five, and these 
five aggregate $17,500. The Senate receded 
from its amendment striking out the appro- 
priation for the purchase of the lock and dam 
on the Monongahela River. The Senate 
amendment for the purchase of the 
improvement known as the Green and 
Barren River improvement was agreed to. 
There is no appropriation inthe bill for any 
canal ch The Senate receded from its 
amendment providing for the purchase of 
the Portage Lake Canal and the Lake Superior 
Ship Canal Railway and Iron Company Canal. 
The Senate amendment for a survey of a canal 
from Lake Michigan to the Illinois and Des- 
plaines Rivers was agreed to. Also the Sen- 
te amendment providing for a survey end 
— ot a canal from the Illinois River at 
or near the town of Hennepin to the Missis- 
sippi Rlver. Also the Senate amendment for a 
survey of canal connecting the waters of 
Lake Michigan with the Calumet River. But the 
Government is not to be deemed committed 
to these projects nor indeed to any other pro- 
ject for which a survey is ordered in this bill 
as will be seen by the following clause added 
to that section of the bill making an appro- 
priation for examinations, surveys, contin- 
neies, etc., viz.: *‘‘And provided further, 
that the Government shall not be deemed to 
have entered upon any project for the con- 
struction or improvement of any water way, 
harbor or cana! mentioned in this bill, unless, 
or untilthe work of construction shall have 
been actually appropriated for. 
The last river and harbor bill 
this was that approved August 15, 1886, and 
covered appropriations for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1887.

LOCKED UP BY DOZENS. 


THE POLICE BOARD BEGINS THE WAR 
AGAINST SALOON-KEEPERS TO-DAY. 


Wholesale Arrests of All Saloon Men Who 
Have Not Paid Their License—A Wild 
Rash to the Collector's Office to Pay Up— 
List of the Men Taken In—The Police te 
Keep Up the Work—The Collector’s Office 
to Remain Open Until 10 p. m., if Neces- 
sary. 


The police are engaged to-day in arresting 
all saloon-keepers engaged In selling liquor 
without a license. They are proceeding un- 
der the order issued by the Board at their last 
meeting. The Chief issued the following or- 
der to the captains: 

From and after this date (July 19) vou will proceed 
against all persons found selling intoxicating 288 
on any day of the week without license from the City 
Collector, in your district, by arrest and prosecution 
in Police Court ford lolating city ordinance. 

And you will strictly enforce, by summons, section 
425. revised ordinance of 1887. viz.: Where you 
find persons failing or magiecsing to post their license 
in a conspicuous place behind their . 

When the platoon went out at 11 o'clock 
last night this order was read out to the men 
at each district, The first man to be arrested 
was George Hoeffner, who keeps a saloon on 
Twelfth street and Clark avenue, just oppo- 


site the Central District Station. He was 
brought in shortly before 10 0’clock and soon 
there was quite a rush of arrests. 

: THE ARRESTS. 

From 11 o'clock until noon the Central Dis. 
trict Station was crowded with arrested 
snloon-keepers. Then the rush subsided and 
arrests were slow. The new platoon, which 
had gone out at II o’clock a. m., had brought 
most ot them in.

THE CALIFORNIA CAMPAIGN. 


National Committeeman Ferry of Utah 
Speaks of the Coming Election. 

Wm. M. Ferry of Park City, Utah, a member 
ofthe Democratic National Committee, and 
one of the notification committee, arrived in 
the city this morning and registered at the La- 
clede. To a Post-DIsPATCH reporter Mr. Ferry 
gaid: ‘‘Since notifying President Cleveland 
and Mr. Thurman of their nomination, I have 
been in Michigan and Wisconsin, and there- 


fore know little or nothing of the feeling in 
the far West. Icansay, however, that Har- 
rison’s chances on the Pacific slope will be 
most seriously impaired 4 his anti-Chinese 
record. Of course the Chinese question is a 
dead cock in the pit, as the matter is now 
regulated by treaty, and is not likely to be 
disturbed. But the old feelin remains, 
and any one who has a record in the least vul 
nerabie on this question, which is, and always 
has been, the ruling one in California, will be 
sure to lose hundreds of votes and probably 
the State. If Blaine had been nominated Cal- 
ifornia, Nevada and Oregon would certainly 
have gone Republican, as it is, ail three States 
are doubtful. 

What was the feeling as you observed it in 
the East in regard tothe presidential elec- 
tion?’’ 

»The Democrats, while believing that they 
have the best chance by far, are by no means 
certain of success. They recognize that a hot 
and doubtful contestis before them and are 
prepared for a fleree struggle. In Michigan 
the Republicans fearthe coalition between 
the Labor and Democratic parties; that nearly 
lost the State last election. In New Jersey 
and Connecticut, on the other hand, the Dem- 
ocrate fear the tariff issue, and, although 
hopeful, the Democrats are by no means con- 
fident, although the situation seems very 
much mixed and no one can tell how the elec- 
tion will result.’’

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HOW CANADA NARROWLY ESCAPED ANAVAL 


4 ' FIGHT WITH UNCLE SAM. 


The Mission of Her Majesty’s British War 
Ship Caroline—Plans to Resist the Exer- 
eise of Jurisdiction by the United States 
Beyond the Three-Mile Limit—A Pro- 
jected Trip Given Up. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPAToR. 

Orrawa, Ontario, July 20.—No one knows 
how near coming into collision the British 
and American navies were up to a month ago. 
Then the danger ended, and the Canadian 
Cabinet, now in possession of all the facts, 
breathes freely. Official intimations given out 
here make it probabie that the United States 
has intimated a willingness to agree to En- 
giand’s proposition, made nearly a year ago, 
forthe appointment of a mixed commission 
to adjust the claims for damages made by the 
owners of the seized Canadian sealers in 
Bebring Sea. Along with the intimation given 
above are the facts that indicate that at times 
there was serious danger ot a collision be- 
tween the warships. They are as follows: 

Her Majesty’s British war ship Caroline— 
the same that has just gone north to shell 
the Indian settlements in the Skeena 
River country—arrived at Victoria, Brit- 
ish Columbia, under instructions to 
repair, coaland provision. What her service 
was to be no one knew. She had just been 
seizing and raising the British flag upon some 
islands in the Pacific Ocean and it was sur- 
mised that she was going back to see that the 
Germans did not do anything wrong with 
them. Here in Ottawa the Dominion Cabinet 
was all in a flutter. 

SOMETHING WAS IN THE WIND 
and that something was nothing less than that 
the Caroline had beon ordered to get ready 
secretly to proceed to Behring Sea. Every at- 
tempted exercise of jurisdiction by the United 
States beyond the three-mile limit was to 
be met by actual resistance, and every British 
vessel captured by American cutters or seized 
by American authority in Alaskan ports was 
to be recaptured by the Caroline at the muz- 
zle of her guns if necessary. There is, it is al - 
leged, considerable double-faced dealing on 
the part of the English in this matter. 
For instance, early in April, when one 
of the captured Canadian sealers complained 
to the Dominion Government that he had 
no protection the Deputy Minister of Fish- 
eries and Marine said that the matter had been 
submitted to negotiations then going on, and 
that the Dominion Government had earnestly 
and repeatedly represented to the British Gov- 
ernment the gravity ofthe wrong to which 
Canadian citizens had been subjected in 
Behring Sea, and had urgently pressed for a 
reparation of such wrong. This official added 
that the authority of the Government of Can- 
ada was limited to the protection of its terri- 
torial waters, and that it had no power to send 
armed vessels on the high seas to defend sub- 
jects or their property. 
DROPPED THE IDEA. 

Immediately following this disavowal of any 
intention on the part of Canada of osepting 
resistance asa mode of settling the Behring 
Sea seal fisheries troubles, the home Govern- 
ment ordered the Caroline to proceed to 
‘Victoria, and not as told above. Early 
in May the Dolphin, the new United States 
dispatch boat, left San Francisco for Alaska. 
It was given out at the time that she was car- 
rying instructions to the Alaskan author- 
ities from Washington, but later on it became 
known that she had gone thither to see that the 
claims of the United States to jurisdiction 
over the waters were not disregarded. Mes- 
sages flashed over the Canadian Pacific wires 
to Ottawa from Victoria. The cables to En- 

land were kept busy for nearly a week. A 
Remsber of Parliament asked in the House of 
Commons whether the Secretaries of the 
Colonies had any information to the effect 
that the United States had sent a man-of-war 
to Alaska to enforce its claims to the 
jurisdiction over Behring Sea, and 
was anewered ambiguously that the 
British Government had not yet received any 
official notification from Washington of such a 
move. And then, as a result ot ali this bustle 
and excitement, the Caroline was ordered to 
discharge her provisions and await orders, 
The projected * Hy Alaska and Behring Sea 
was given up. The times were not propitious 
for a collision with the United States on either 
land or sea and the british Government 
dropped their foolish idea as if it had been a 
piece of red-hot iron.
